The absence cf the 
two adiuncts mentioned, which are re- 
garded as indispensable in the engines 
of the present day. will not only reduce 
very considerably the cost of construc- 
ting an engine, but it will also obviate 
a great deal ot inconvenience and an- 
noyance. Itis well known that when 
un “eccentric” is displaced not one 
man in a huodred can adjust it proper- 
ly, and Mr. Bright’s invention is chiefly 
intended to obviate accidents of this 
kind. The new engine may be adapted 
to all kinds of machinery, and its prin- 
ciple can be applied to railroad locomo- 
tives. Mr. Bright will apply for a patent 
at an early day.”
